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Art Rejections: 

1. The text of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) not cited here can be found in 
the previous office action. 

2. Claims 8-13 and 21-26 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) 
as being unpatentable over Baudu et al, U.S. pat. Appl. Pub. No. 
2002/0116354 . 

Per claims 8 and 12, Baudu discloses a method of processing 
data received from a submission interface at a client including 
an interface identifier, a client identifier and client 
selection data, the method comprising the steps of: 

a) providing the client a submission interface with at least one 
control ( see par. 26-27 ) ; 

b) mapping an identifier for the submission interface (i.e., 
browser identifier) to a set storage objects that are associated 
with a set of rules that transform client selection data 
generated by the control form the submission interface into data 
that is independent of the client ( see par. 28 and 32-33 ) ; 

c) upon receipt of client action/selection of data applying the 
identified set of rules to transform the selection data ( see 
par. 41 ) ; and 

c) recording the transform client selection data ( see par. 30 ) . 
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Baudu does not explicitly teach dispatching the interface 
to the client. It is noted that an interface (i.e., web pages) 
must be dispatched to client to perform a transaction hosted at 
the server ( see par. 5 ) . 

It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the 
art at the time of the invention to recognize the dispatch of 
interface to the client because it would have enabled the client 
to engage a transaction with the server. 

Per claims 9-11, Baudu teaches generating an identifier for 
recording a session-based transaction ( see par. 28 ) . 

Per claim 13, Baudu teaches that client identifier can also 
be used to identify and transform events, i.e., data selection 
( see par. 28 ) . 

Claims 21-26 are similar in scope as that of claims 8-13. 
Allowable Subject Matter: 

3. Claims 1-7, 14-20 and 27-29 are allowed over prior art of 
record. 

Response to Amendment: 

4. Applicant's arguments filed on November 5, 2007 with 
respect to claims 8-13 and 21-26 are deemed moot in view of new 
ground of rejection set forth above.
